CHURCH-GOING AMERICA. 
From the New York Globe. 
People who continue to insist, in the very 
teeth of Greenwich Village’s indignant 
radicals, that this a religious nation, will be 
strengthened by the news which the statis- 
tican of the Federal Council of Churches 
gave out on Easter eve. Not only is it true 
that about one person in every three in the 
United States is a communicant of some 
church, not only are the number of com­ 
munities increasing, but the increase is go­ 
ing on at an accelerated speed. 
The “total religious constituency” of the 
country is put at 98,878,367 which includes 
“all baptized persons, all adherents, and 
all those who, in the supreme test of life or 
death, turn to a particular communion.” 
And the three principal religious organiza­ 
tions—the Methodists, the Baptists and the 
Roman Catholics— are those which have 
made the fewest concessions to advanced 
modernity. 
The detailed interpretation of these sta­ 
tistics is a matter for students of religious 
movements. 
In the large they certainly 
indicate that America is continuing, at least 
formally, within the boundaries of the old 
codes. 
Whether the actual observance of 
our religious traditions is what it was is an­ 
other question. Within the generation nu­ 
merous attractive and active competitors 
to the*church service have sprung up, nota­ 
ble among them the automobile, with golf 
as an important adjunct But if the auto­ 
mobile has kept people away from church 
it has also made it easier for them to get to 
church. Another invention which is likely 
to increase churches’ influence, if not their 
actual attendance is the radio.
